DRASTIC LIQUOR REGULATION 
BILL PROPOSED IN PARAGUAY 


Measure Would Permit President to 
Fix Alcoholic Content and Would 
Define Drunkards. 

By the Associated Presa, 

ASUNCION, Paraguay, June 23.— 
Persons arrested for drunkenness 
more than three times a year in 
Paraguay will be considered con- 
firmed drunkards and their photo- 
graphs posted in saloons and police 
stations under the provisions of a 
bill which has been approved by the 
Senate, and is now before the lower 
house. 

The law would also forbid the sale 
of liquor in theaters, moving picture 
houses, racetracks and other places 
of public gathering and within 200 
yards of places where laborers work. 
The President is empowered to issue 
a decree determining the alcoholic 
content of intoxicating liquors and 
fixing other restrictions tending to 
make their consumption less injuri- 
ous to the public health. Provision 
also is made for antialcoholic propa- 
ganda in the public schools.

These ma- 
chines are in storage and the ware- 
house receipts are held by the bank 
as collateral for loans. The order au- 
thorizes the manufacturing company 
to release these machines and _ 6ell 
them for not less than $80 each, the 
price formerly paid for ‘them by the 
appliance company.

Board Says Every Effort Is Being 
Made to Expedite Decision. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAG, June 23.—President 
Wilson’s message asking that the 
Railroad Labor Board give an im- 
mediate decision in the wage con- 
troversy has not yet been received 
here, the board announced at 1 p. 
m, 

Judge Barton, chairman of the 
board, authorized a statement that 
all possible was being done to ex- 
pedite the decision. 

The board's publicity department 
declared that the delay in reach- 
ing a decision had nothing to do 
with the present railroad strikes, 
and that the board believed the 
strikes would continue even after 
the wage case is settled. 

The strikes, it was said, are 
prompted by an internal fight for 
control of the railway unions and 
not primarily by dissatisfaction with 
wages. The wage question has been 
injected, it was intimated, to de- 
ceive the public. 

It had been announced before the 
receipt of news from Washington 
that the board’s decision revising 
wages of all railroad employes prob- 
ably would be handed down within 
the next two weeks. 

Judge Barton said the impatience 
of railroad men to get a decision was 
only delaying the case. He declared 
the board’s deliberations were being 
interrupted scores of times daily by 
delegations of railroad men asking 
that a date for the decision be set. 
As many as 300 calls have been re 
ceived in a single day: he said. 

What effect the decision, when 
reached, will have on the strikes of 
railroad men who walked out with- 
out authorization of their national 
brotherhoods is problematical, rail- 
road men here gay. The Labor 
Board declined to consider the 
claims of the strikers, the railroads 
announced that the men’s places 
were vacant and that they had lost 
all seniority rights, and the brother- 
hoods are supporting the railroads 
and the Labor Board in their stand. 

The strikers, however, have notil- 
fied the Labor Board and President 
Wilson that they will accept no de- 
cision which does not include the 
restoration of their positions with 
full seniority rights. 

Officials of the 15 railroad unions 
are to meet here Friday for con- 
sultation and to learn, if possible, 
when the board will decide the wage 
cases.

RICH MEN MAN - 
DANISH SHIP WHEN 
STRIKERS REFUSE 


Liner Frederick VIII Reaches 
New York With 100 Volun- 
teers in Crew. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 23.—The Scan- 


dinavian-American Line steamship 
Frederick VIII docked yesterday at 
Hoboken with, perhaps, the 
strangest crew that ever came to the 
United States. At the gangplank a 
woman from the second cabin spoke 
sharply to a seaman. Quietly Capt. 
R. Gotche, master of the steamship, 
whispered to her: 

“I wouldn’t be so hasty, madame. 
That man, like a lot of other seamen 
on this vessel, Could buy it for a 
yacht if he wished. I’ve got men 
with me in the crew’s bunks that 
have sailed with me as Passengers 
in the first cabin,” he continued. 
“There are doctors, bankers, law- 
yers, professors. And they'll be sail- 
ing as first cabin passengers again 
as soon as they have finished their 
present voluntary job, which is to 
prevent the strike-crazy workers of 
Denmark from running that country 
and ruining it.’’ 


He said that, for several weeks, 
radicals seemed to bé getting the 
upper hand in Denmark. 

“But it’s different now. There is 
a nation-wide organization of volun- 
teers, known as the Social Service 
Workers. They are men from the 
professions and men of leisure. 
They have volunteered to serve 
wherever needed in the industrial 
crisis. They work where assigned. 
When a ship lacks a full crew be- 
cause of a strike, these men 
are assigned to handle the jobs, even 
to stoking. I can’t give any names, 
but I have 100 of this organization 
in my crew. fn the engine room is 
one of the foremost engineers of 
Denmark. 

“They work for seamen’'s wagef, 
| use the seaman’s hunk, eat his fare 
'and obey my orders. This is abopt 
the hundredth ship enabled to sail 
by the help of these volunteers. 
As a result, Danish commerce on the 
seas is being restored and the drop 
in Danish exchange has been 
checked.”

scientific work. The scholars to be 
be relieved of routine teaching and 
They will 
'be free to devote their best of the en- 
‘ergies to scientific investigation and, 
incidentally, to the training of fu- 
‘ture investigators. The aim of the 
foundation, President Schurman 
said, would be to discover men of 
great promise in science and learn- 
ing and to give them an opportunity 
to engage in research. 

“No gift could be imagined,” he 
said, “‘more happily -calculated. to 
raise the tone and life of our uni- 
versities to the level of their ideal 
as inspiring centers of intellectual 
activity.” 

Confers 750 Degrees. 

The university conferred 685 first 
degrees and 65 advanced degrees 
today. The medical college in New 
York City graduated 51 doctors of 
medicine two weeks ago. Earlier in 
the year the university granted 27% 
first degrees and 43 advanced de- 
grees. The total number of gradu- 
ates for the year is 11238. 

The certificate of war alumnus 
| was today granted to 39 men whose 
services in the world war prevented 
'their earning a regular degree. 
The university also inscribed on

| When President Schurman closed | 
his address he ended his administra- 
|tion of more than 28 years. His res- 
‘ignation, which was accepted by the 
trustees Feb. 28, took effect today. 
Address to Graduates. 

In his address to the graduating 
class, President Schurman said that, | 
‘In America, rich and varied oppor- | 
tunities await the college graduate) 
in industries, business, agriculture) 
and the professions, for which there | 
is an insistent demand for workers | 
at better compensation than ever be- 
fore. 

‘I feel,” he said, “that the educat- 
ed men and women sent out by our 
colleges and universities have ex- 
traordinary advantages and they will 
fall short of their privileges and of 
our expectations if they do not rise 
to positions of leadership." 

President Schurman appealed to 
the graduates always to cherish the 
ideals dear to the heart of youth, 
foremost of which, he said, was lib- 
erty. Of dangers of liberty, he said: 

“Americanism always has been tho 
synonym of freedom. I deplore it 
all the more, therefore, that in the 
last year American legislators and 
administrators have borrowed from 
Russian Bolsheviks the method of 
forcible suppression of party rivals. 
Such a policy would quickly and ir- 
revocably undermine our  Govern- 
ment and it is for the universities | 
to raise their voice in protest and’ 
warning.” 

He said the world of today is be- | 
ing menaced by class favoritism. 
“There is no duty,” he said, “more! 
urgently incumbent on _ thoughtful | 
and patriotic citizens today than the! 
assertion of the rights of the Amer-'| 
ican people as a whole against tho | 
privileges of any class, or against fa- | 
voritism to any group.”

The circular which the Southwestern | 
Bell Telephone Co. is sending out regard- |

ing thelr appeal to the Public Service

MISSOURI’S WATERWAY DECLARATION. 

The Missouri delegation to the San Francisco con-| 
vention will present the draft of a waterway plank) 
which will frankly advocate the development of the | 
Mississippi River and its tributaries as the first step | 
tc be taken in the construction of an adequate trans- | 
portation system. The plank recites that the Mis-| 
sissippi and its tributaries have 16,000 miles of nav-| 


|igable waterway, which, if put into service, would | 


provide transportation for that part of the country | 
upon which not only the United States, but much | 
of Europe depends for food. | 

The Republican platform dismisses the subject of | 
waterway transportation with a plank of 25 mean-'| 
ingless words. It may be conceded that a detailed | 
program of waterways development could hardly be | 
incorporated in a platform. But a genuine interest 
could surely be manifested in the subject, a recogni- 
tion of its paramount importance could be expressed |
